They  not  only  con- 
structed such  a  unit,  but  agreed  to  sell  it  exclusively 
to  KPFA  subscribers  and  at  factory  cost.  The  Sargent- 
Rayment  SR-9  will  sell  for  $40.25,  without  cabinet, 
and  for  $W-.50,  with  a  walnut  finished  cabinet.   The 
tax  is  included  in  these  price  listings.  The  tuner  has 
Automatic  Frequency  Control  and  very  good  selectivity. 

KPFAfs  interest  in  this  matter  of  an  FM  tuner  is 
simply  this:  there  is  a  shortage  of  good  tuners,  at  low 
cost,  on  the  market.  Many  people  who  would  like  to  hear

THE  RISKS,  IF  ANY 

A  project  like  KPFA  must  always  seek  support  without 
being  able  to  promise  whether  it  will  survive.  At 
present  it  is  literally  the  case  that  no  one  knows 
whether  the  station  can  remain  on  the  air  beyond  the 
next  week.  At  the  same  time  new  subscriptions  must 
be  sought  and  everything  possible  done  to  move  on. 
To  have  such  a  project  at  all  one  must  be  willing  to 
try. 

The  station's  policy  is  to  protect  the  unserved 
portion  of  current  subscriptions  with  its  physical 
assets.  If  the  project  is  forced  to  halt,  current 
subscriptions  will  be  returned,  pro-rated  to  the  time 
served,  out  of  the  liquidation  of  assets.  There 
would  be  an  interval  to  permit  liquidation  —  that 
delay  is  the  extent  of  the  subscriber's  risk. 

The  crucial  test  of  a  "demonstration"  project 
is  whether,  in  reasonable  time,  it  can  obtain  the 
initiating  subsidy  and  capital  support  necessary  to 
give  it  a  practical  base.  KPFA  has  demonstrated  the 
feasibility  of  listener-sponsored  radio,  and  if  it 
can  hold  itself  together  into  the  Fall  this  crucial 
test  will  be  made.
